At  the  heart  of  the  PYP  is  a  commitment  to  structured  inquiry  as  a  vehicle  for  learning. 

On  June  2, 1  along  with  my  Grade  5  classmates  participated  in  our  first  PYP  Exhibition  where 
we  displayed  our  research  projects  to  our  parents,  school  and  community.  We  chose  a  global 
issue  and  we  did  a  unit  of  inquiry  on  it.  Our  motto  was  Thinking  Globally,  Acting  Locally. 

We  researched  our  issue,  discovered  what  the  problem  was  globally,  formed  an  opinion  and 
created  a  local  action  to  show  how  we  can  help.  We  did  research  through  people,  books  the 
Internet  and  going  out  into  our  community  to  interview  experts  on  our  issue.  It  was  sometimes 
hard  because  we  found  if  you  looked  at  the  issue  from  different  perspectives,  you  really  had  to 
think  about  your  own  perspective  and  how  it  impacts  us  locally  and  globally. 

We  discovered  that  educating  people  was  the  best  way  to  help  and  we  really  wanted  to  think 
of  interesting  ways:  game  shows,  songs,  web  pages,  pamphlets  and  surveys  were  only  some 
of  the  actions  we  chose.  We  also  learned  about  metacognition — which  means  to  think  about 
how  you  think.  We  did  think  about  thinking  and  how  we  learn — some  people  like  to  see 
things,  others  like  to  hear  about  information  and  still  others  like  to  write  about  what  they  are 
learning.  We  did  discover  that  everyone  has  their  own  way  and  that  is  what  makes  us  special. 

It  has  been  written,  that  there  are  four  kinds  of  people  in  this  world: 
Those  who  wonder  what  happened 
Those  who  want  things  to  happen 
Those  who  watch  things  happen  and 
Those  who  make  things  happen 

Our  central  idea  of  this  unit  of  inquiry  was  "Knowledge  of  issues  today  help  mold  the  minds  of 
tomorrow".  After  finishing  this  project,  I  learned  I  can  make  a  difference  and  I  want  to  be  a 
person  that  makes  things  happen.  I  know  that  by  telling  others  about  a  problem  helps  to  solve 
the  problem.  Ideas  come  from  others  because  different  people  look  at  things  different  ways. 
Kids  can  make  changes  and  that  is  something  that  I  will  remember  for  a  long  time.

This  edition  of  The  Portal  allows  me  to 
reflect  on  the  year  just  past,  and  share 
with  you  some  of  our  future  activities. 
The  2003-2004  BH  year  offered  us  many 
opportunities  to  demonstrate  the 
enthusiasm  and  drive  that  characterizes 
members  of  the  BH  Family.  Among  the 
many  highlights  was  our  continuing 
support  of  the  Girls  for  the  Cure 
Walk/Run  in  support  of  breast  cancer 
research,  hosting  noted  psychologist  Dr 
JoAnn  Deak  during  a  series  of  parent 
and  teacher  workshops  and  honouring 
Linda  Cook,  CEO  of  Shell  Canada  at  the 
2004  Yes  She  Can  Award  Dinner. 

While  many  of  these  activities  provide 
recognition  of  BH  success  outside  our 
walls,  I  am  also  very  proud  of  the 
achievements  of  our  students.  Please 
review  the  list  on  Pages  2  and  3  of 
awards  presented  during  Closing 
Exercises.  In  the  very  near  future, 
we  will  also  be  sharing  additional 
student  achievements  in  areas  including 
Math  Contests,  Heritage  Fairs  and 
Science  Fairs. 

2003-2004  also  marks  the  completion  of 
my  first  5  years  as  Head  of  School. 
When  I  joined  BH  in  the  fall  of  1999,  one 
of  the  first  tasks  was  to  implement  the 
1999-2004  BH  Strategic  Plan,  which  put 
an  emphasis  on  achieving  the  personal 
best  for  all  students.  I  want  to  share 
with  you  an  example  of  how  we  have 
met  the  challenge  of  this  objective. 


The  BH  Advanced  Placement  (AP) 
program  offers  our  students  the 
opportunity  to  receive  credit  for 
completing  first  year  University-level 
course  work  while  still  in  Senior  School. 

Over  the  past  couple  of  years,  we  have 
made  great  strides  in  improving  our 
performance  in  the  AP  exams.  For 
example,  the  first  year  BH  students 
participated  in  the  IVIath  AP  exams,  no 
one  achieved  the  highest  standard  for 
University  placement.  In  2004,  90%  of 
the  participating  students  achieved  the 
highest  standard.  We  have  had  similar 
successes  in  Biology  and  Physics.  We 
are  continuing  to  increase  the  number  of 
students  who  successfully  complete  AP 
courses  at  BH.  As  proud  as  we  are  of 
the  academic  rigour  signified  by  these 
achievements,  it  is  an  even  bigger 
accomplishment  when  we  recognize  it 
has  been  achieved  by  providing  a 
nurturing,  caring  environment  for  our 
students,  and  a  welcoming  atmosphere 
for  the  extended  BH  Family. 

Over  the  past  5  years,  we  have  built  a 
strong  foundation  at  BH  with  our 
success  in  aligning  our  International 
Baccalaureate  Primary  Years  Program 
(IBPYP),  Pre-Advanced  Placement  and 
Advanced  Placement  programs  around 
three  strategies — critical  thinking, 
academic  rigor  and  successful  learning 
strategies.  We  are  now  poised  to  take 
the  next  step  in  meeting  our  school-wide 
commitment  to  being  the  premiere 
independent  school  for  girls  in  Canada. 
For  the  past  several  months,  a 
committee  of  parents,  students  and  staff 
has  been  hard  at  work  on  the  Balmoral 
Hall  School  2004-2009  Strategic  Plan, 
called  "Building  the  Future,  Today". 
While  further  details  will  be 
forthcoming,  the  Plan  will  introduce  the 
concept  of  planned  growth.  Briefly, 
planned  growth  means  achieving  the 
finest  education  possible  for  our 
students  through  an  ongoing 
commitment  to  the  highest  standards 


for  the  academic  program,  broadening 
access  for  qualified  students,  expansion 
of  technology  integration  into  the 
curriculum  and  investing  in  the 
appropriate  infrastructure  to  support  BH 
activities.  In  support  of  planned  growth, 
we  are  focused  on  building  a  strong 
Annual  Fund.  This  soon-to-be  launched 
campaign  will  raise  funds  to  enhance 
various  areas  of  school  life  and  will  have 
an  immediate  impact  on  students' 
education. 

It  is  no  secret  that  providing  the  best 
facilities  and  opportunities  for  our 
students  requires  financial  support  from 
the  entire  BH  Family.  As  you  read  The 
Portal,  you  will  note  that  we  have  been 
extremely  fortunate  to  receive  incredible 
support  from  students,  parents  and 
alumnae  donors.  From  the  establishment 
of  new  Named  Funds,  to  major 
donations  to  our  laptop  initiative,  to  our 
newest  alumnae  (class  of  2003  and 
2004)  starting  their  own  Class  Funds,  we 
have  received  support  not  only  for  the 
day-to-day  workings  of  the  School,  but 
also  to  provide  a  margin  of  excellence 
beyond  the  budget. 

I  continue  to  be  inspired  by  the  many 
ways  our  staff,  students  and  community 
have  embraced  "Believe,  Achieve, 
Succeed — Yes  We  Can".  Over  the 
past  year,  we  have  used  these  words, 
and  the  actions  they  support,  as  a  way 
to  share  our  energy,  confidence  and 
commitment  to  achieving  a  high 
standard  of  academic  rigour  in  a 
nurturing,  caring  environment.

2003-2004  marked  Balmoral  Hall's  fifth  year  being  involved  in  Youth  in  Philanthropy 
(YiP).  YiP  is  a  program  run  in  several  schools  across  Winnipeg  and  Manitoba,  involving 
over  300  students.  An  incredibly  rewarding  and  worthwhile  experience,  YiP  is  about 
learning  the  principles  and  processes  of  philanthropy  and  having  the  opportunity  to 
apply  them  around  the  city.  Committees  work  together  from  September  to  May  to 
establish  criteria  and  values  for  charitable  organizations  that  they  would  like  to  grant 
money  to.  Committees  then  research  and  visit  these  organizations. 

This  year's  BH  committee  consisted  of  thirty  students  under  teacher  advisor  Mrs. 
Shyka.  The  girls  divided  into  three  sub-committees.  Inner  City  &  Poverty,  Health,  and 
Education.  They  visited  twenty  different  organizations  related  to  these  categories; 
including  Main  Street  Project,  Youth  Employment  Services,  Grace  Hospice,  and  Alpha 
House,  to  name  a  few.  And  of  course,  after  much  discussion  and  debate,  the  funds 
provided  by  the  Winnipeg  Foundation  were  granted  to  the  organizations  that  the  group 
as  a  whole  selected. 

Highlights  of  the  year  included  a  conference  in  October  when  we  had  the  opportunity 
to  meet  other  students  involved,  an  evening  at  Government  House,  and  a  celebration 
event  in  May  for  the  students  and  grant  recipients.  Everyone  involved  enjoyed  learning 
more  about  the  needs  present  in  Winnipeg,  the  multiplicity  of  organizations  that 
address  them,  and  what  they  can  do  to  support  them. 

This  past  spring  I  had  the  incredible  opportunity  to  attend  the  Community  Foundations 
of  Canada  National  Conference  in  Quebec  City  as  part  of  the  Youth  in  Philanthropy 
Inter-School  Committee.  Fifteen  other  high  school  students  and  I  went  to  the 
conference  and  had  a  great  experience  learning  about  other  community  foundations  in 
Canada  and  meeting  hundreds  of  adults  and  youth  engaged  in  the  philanthropy 
"movement."  It  took  place  from  May  14-16,  2004  and  involved  sessions  that 
highlighted  such  things  as  the  significance  of  sharing  about  your  community,  how  to  go 
about  obtaining  endowments,  committee  structure,  and  where  Canada  and  its 
community  foundations  are  headed.  I  had  a  great  time  while  at  the  sessions,  touring 
around  old  Quebec  City  and  of  course,  communicating  eloquently  en  frangais.  It  was  a 
fantastic,  engaging  and  inspiring  event!

Hannah  continues  to  share  her  message  with 
schools  and  businesses.  Still  a  little  girl,  she  has  embraced  her  passion  for  advocacy 
and  shares  it  with  her  community.

Taylor  Maavara  '07 

Tuna  casserole:  a  simple  meal,  tasty, 
healthy  and  easy  to  make.  It  is  a 
favourite  of  my  mum's.  I  used  to  eat  it 
without  question.  Last  month,  however, 
a  few  things  had  changed.  She  was 
cooking  it  for  dinner  when  I  walked  into 
the  kitchen.  I  saw  what  she  was  cooking 
and  groaned.  She  asked  what  was 
wrong.  "To  catch  tuna  they  have  to  kill 
other  endangered  animals,"  I  replied. 
"Oh,  don't  worry,  it's  dolphin  friendly," 
she  said  and  held  the  can  up  to  my  face. 
That  wasn't  good  enough  for  me.  "Sure 
it  is,  but  is  it  turtle,  shark  or  whale 
friendly?  I'll  only  eat  it  if  they  caught  the 
tuna  in  either  traps,  on  lines  or  in  nets 
with  release  gates  for  other  animals." 
She  didn't  know  what  to  say. 

A  year  ago,  I  was  oblivious  to  any  of 
these  issues.  Then  I  went  whale 
watching,  and  somehow  I  got  hooked  on 
saving  the  environment.  Now  I've 
started  a  club,  and  our  main  goal  is  to 
spread  awareness.  By  educating  the 
public  on  this  issue,  we  can  take  small 
steps  towards  ending  these  problems. 
We  are  starting  a  petition  and  sending  it 
to  Prime  Minister  Paul  Martin  with 
hopes  that  he  will  join  the  International 
Whaling  Commission.

Following  an  Inquiry  Unit  on  folk  tales  called  Long  Ago  and  Far  Away,  Bryanna  Sherbo 
'13  was  inspired  to  make  a  difference.  Let's  go  back  to  where  it  all  began. ..Back  in 
March,  special  guest  and  author  of  the  "Nanabosho"  books,  Joe  McLellan,  shared 
with  the  Grade  3  classes  his  stories  as  well  as  his  story  writing  process. 

To  accompany  his  stories,  he  sang  and  played  the  hand  drum.  In  the  Ojibway  culture, 
he  explained,  the  sound  of  the  drum  symbolizes  a  mother's  heartbeat,  which  is  the  first 
sound  a  baby  hears.  The  sound  of  the  drum  reminds  a  child  of  their  place  in  their 
mother's  heart.  Joe  asked  the  girls  to  remember  the  times  their  mothers  told  them 
how  special  they  were.  He  asked  the  students  to  reflect  on  what  they  believed  to  be 
their  own  special  gift,  and  to  imagine  how  they  could  use  it  to  better  the  world. 

Following  the  visit,  each  member  of  the  Grade  3  classes  wrote  a  thank  you  note  to 
Joe.  In  Bryanna's  note,  she  explained  how  she  thought  she  could  make  a  difference. 
She  wrote  about  her  love  for  animals  and  that  she  had  decided  to  raise  money  for  the 
Winnipeg  Humane  Society.  She  spoke  about  her  idea  with  her  family  as  well  as  her 
teacher,  Ms  Konyk-Pastuck.  Bryanna  went  on  a  "behind  the  scenes"  tour  of  the 
Humane  Society  and  in  class  afterwards,  shared  what  she  had  learned.  Bryanna  asked 
her  peers  to  help  her  with  this  worthy  cause.  Bryanna's  idea  was  to  have  each  girl 
make  a  handmade  "Doggy  Bag". 

As  an  art  project,  paper  bags  were  decorated  with  paw  prints  and  dog-related  images. 
The  bags  would  then  be  displayed  in  workplaces  or  used  by  individuals  to  collect 
funds.  Bryanna  took  the  bags  home  and  distributed  them  to  interested  students, 
businesses  and  individuals.  To  date,  Bryanna  has  raised  nearly  $1 ,000.00  for  the 
Humane  Society!  Bryanna  says  that  both  Joe  McLellan  and  schoolmate  Hannah  Taylor 
inspired  and  encouraged  her  to  make  a  difference.

Balmoral  Hall  School,  along  with  schools  in  Winnipeg,  St.  Pierre,  and  Oak  Bank, 
played  host  to  68  of  the  finest  high  school  debaters  and  public  speakers  in 
Canada.  These  students  were  chosen  by  their  provinces  to  represent  them  in  a 
national  competition  that  featured  English,  French  and  bilingual  categories. 
Balmoral  Hall's  Baillie  Klein  was  on  Team  Manitoba  competing  in  the  English 
category. 

The  students  arrived  in  Winnipeg  on  April  25th  and  embarked  on  a  full  five  days 
of  competition,  tours,  fellowship  and  learning.  They  competed  in  three  different 
types  of  debate  style;  parliamentary,  cross-examination  and  academic.  In  addition 
to  the  debates,  they  also  competed  in  a  speech  contest  and  held  a  mock 
parliament,  all  while  making  new  friends  and  exploring  new  ideas.  The  theme  of 
this  year's  competition  was  'Immigration  and  Multiculturalism'  and  Winnipeg 
proved  to  be  the  perfect  place  to  showcase  this  theme. 

The  participants  were  treated  to  tours  of  the  Manitoba  Museum,  The  Ukrainian 
Cultural  Centre,  the  St.  Boniface  Museum,  the  Steinbach  Mennonite  Museum  as 
well  as  a  'mini  Folklorama'  gala  evening  of  entertainment  and  an  awards  banquet 
held  at  Balmoral  Hall  School.  The  contests  were  hard  fought  in  front  of 
classrooms  full  of  students  of  all  ages.  All  of  the  judges  (many  of  whom  were  BH 
alumnae)  and  students  marveled  at  the  high  standard  of  skills  displayed  by  the 
debaters.

Within  seconds  of  this  most 
unusual  introduction  even/one  of  those 
girls  had  begun  giving  me  "Tips  on  How 
to  Survive  Life  at  BH".  I  also  got  advice 
on  everything  from  which  teachers  to 
avoid  if  having  uniform  "issues"  to  what 
foods  to  avoid  at  lunch. 

On  that  day  I  was  able  to  attend  one 
class  with  my  new  friends.  The  class 
was  Grade  8  Math  with  Mr.  Joe  Reid. 
During  this  class,  I  wasn't  afraid  to  raise 
my  hand  even  though  I  was  a  guest.  I 
took  notes  with  the  other  girls,  did  the 
in-class  work  and  to  my  surprise  was 
called  on  twice.  I  felt  like  one  of  the  girls 
especially  at  the  end  of  the  class  when  I 
was  asked  to  stay  behind  only  to  be 
complimented  on  my  "fearless  approach 
to  this  new  adventure."

I  continued  to 
find  new  friends  in  my  fellow  students 
and  shining  examples  of  humanity  in  my 
teachers.

"Being  here  brings  back  memories  of  my 
volleyball  career  in  my  graduating  year  On 
tryout  day,  armed  with  only  the  rules  of  the 
game  learned  in  gym  class,  I  put  on  a 
confident  smile  and  lined  up  with  the 
experts"  who  had  played  since  Grade  7. 1 
had  no  idea  what  I  was  up  against.  My 
serves  were  awesome:  just  a  combination 
of  a  tennis  serve  and  a  badminton  smash. 
Fortunately,  the  coach 
had  difficulty  finding 
someone  who  could 
spike  from  the  left  side 
so  she  told  me  if  I  could 
learn  that  skill  she  could 
use  me  on  the  team. 
And  I  did. 


My  first  pro  experience  was  last  May  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  With  a  #140  world  ranking  I 
drew  an  Australian  ranked  #33.  She  was  fit 
with  bulging  biceps,  she  was  fast  and  could 
run  all  day,  and  she  wore  a  tough  look.  I 
was  intimidated.  Was  I  being  fed  to  the 
dogs?  The  match  was  short,  I  didn't  get  a 
point.  With  my  pride  blown  to  the  wind,  I 
accepted  the  consolation  prize:  pick  myself 
up  and  work  harder. 


Since  graduating,  there 
hasn't  been  time  for 
team  sports,  but  I  have 
done  a  lot  of  competing 
in  squash  as  well  as 
furthering  my  academic 
goals.  For  the  last  six  months,  however,  I've 
only  played  squash.  I've  been  competing  in 
the  Pro  Squash  tour  traveling  and  playing 
all  over  the  world:  I've  won;  I've  lost;  I've 
cried;  I've  laughed;  I've  fallen  asleep  in  the 
corner  of  airports;  I've  flown  'red  eye' 
flights  to  save  a  few  bucks;  at  times  I've 
had  only  a  few  bucks  in  my  pocket. 


"Playing  against  such 
awesome  competition  is 
not  easy  but  i  see  it  as  a 
"once  in  a  lifetime 
experience."  Hopefully  I'll 
know  when  it's  time  to 
grow  up,  pack  my  racquets 
and  get  a  real  job." 


With  time  though,  I 
began  to  see  my 
competitors  in  a 
different  light:  Why 
were  these  players  all 
so  good?  Maybe  I  can 
learn  from  them.  I  began 
to  watch  their  matches 
with  a  critical  eye  and 
noticed  they  reached  so 
many  balls  because  of 
good  anticipation,  so  I 
too  started  anticipating. 
I  noticed  they  made  few  errors  during 
comfortable  play  but  made  errors  just  like 
me  when  under  pressure,  so  I  increased  the 
pressure.  And  most  importantly,  I  began  to 
believe  I  could  play  at  their  level."

2004  Yes  She  Can  Award  Dinner 

Tina  Alto,  Director  of  Advancement 

Linda  Cook,  President  and  CEO  of  Shell  Canada  Limited  received  the  2004  Balmoral 
Hall  School  "Yes  She  Can"  Award  in  recognition  of  her  leadership  within  the  global 
marketplace  at  a  gala  dinner  in  Winnipeg  on  June  14,  2004. 

In  accepting  the  2004  Yes  She  Can  Award,  Ms.  Cook  stated,  "I  am  truly  honoured  to 
receive  this  award.  Yes  She  Can-a  simple,  but  powerful  statement".  During  her 
acceptance  speech,  Ms.  Cook  related  how  six  women  influenced  and  inspired  her, 
including  Margaret  Thatcher,  Marie  Curie,  Roberta  Bondar  and  her  mom.  She 
acknowledged,  "These  women  all  share  a  belief  in  the  importance  of  education,  a 
strong  work  ethic,  great  perseverance,  a  supportive  family  and  did  not  perceive 
gender  as  a  barrier  to  their  dreams.  Such  women  are  not  deterred  by  convention  nor 
are  they  limited  by  stereotyping." 

She  concluded  with  "You  don't  have  to  be  born  into  power  and  privilege,  although  you 
may  be.  You  don't  have  to  experience  grief  and  deprivation  to  do  great  things,  yet 
hardship  and  loss  should  not  hold  you  back.  You  may  seek  to  influence  people  in  a 
very  public  way,  or  you  may  prefer  anonymity.  Don't  forget  that,  for  thousands  of 
years,  women  have  honed  their  skills  as  influencers  without  overt  power  As  wives 
and  mothers  we  have  cajoled  and  persuaded  to  great  effect.  And  nothing  is  more 
challenging  or  more  important  than  raising  children  to  be  productive,  contributing 
members  of  society.  So,  as  you  can  see,  "Women  Who  Can"  are  everywhere." 

In  August  2004,  Ms.  Cook  will  leave  Canada  to  join  the  Royal  Dutch  Petroleum 
Company  of  the  Netherlands  as  a  Managing  Director,  and  a  member  of  the  Committee 
of  Managing  Directors  for  the  global  Royal  Dutch/Shell  Group. 

Claire  Sumerlus,  Head  of  School  remarked,  "Linda  Cook  is  an  outstanding  role  model 
for  all  of  us,  but  most  notably  for  our  girls  and  young  women".  She  continued,  "I  am 
proud  of  the  role  BH  plays  in  supporting  the  development  of  the  next  generation  of 
exceptional  women". 

The  "Yes  She  Can"  award  is  presented  by  Balmoral  Hall  School  to  celebrate  positive 
role  models  for  young  women  and  to  recognize  the  achievements  of  women  who  have 
gained  national  and  international  prominence  in  their  fields  of  endeavour  This  year's 
event  raised  $40,000  towards  our  Centennial  Endowment  Fund  in  support  of 
scholarships  and  bursaries.

Remarks  by  Deborah  IVIorrison  '81, 

Alumnae  Association  President 

at  the  Alumnae  Assembly,  TVlay  2004 


"It's  an  honour  for  me  to  participate  in  today's  Alumnae 
Assembly.  Hearing  stories  about  how  things  were  different  is 
interesting  isn't  it? 

The  Grade  6  class  along  with  Mrs.  Ashdown  RIV  '39  and  Mrs. 
Aldous  RLS  '38  shared  just  how  different  things  were  in 
Winnipeg  and  at  the  School  in  the  1930's.  But  what  is  even 
more  interesting  is  how  some  things — the  important 
things — stay  the  same. 

There  are  connections  you  make  here  at  BH  that  will  last  a 
lifetime-those  that  you  already  know  about. .your  friends, 
your  teachers,  the  imprints  you  make  in  your  class  cement 
block  outside. ..and  those  that  you  won't  really  understand 
until  several  years  after  graduation. 

There  are  traditions  at  the  School  that  bring  all  of  us  together 
regardless  of  when  we  studied  here.  A  BH  girl  really  is  aware 
of  her  world  in  unique  ways-whether  it  is  Barbara  Aldous 
RLS  '39  traveling  to  other  schools  and  community  events  to 
raise  hopes  during  the  Depression,  Alana  Miller  '98  winning 
the  2004  Canadian  Women's  Squash  Championship  or 
Hannah  Taylor  '14  painting  ladybug  jars  to  raise  funds  for 
the  homeless. 


Other  traditions,  like  the  doll  ceremony,  the  Best  Friends 
song,  the  white  dresses,  and  the  Garden  Party  behind  Aikins 
House  that  have  been  a  part  of  the  BH  rites  of  passage  for 
over  100  years,  are  mostly  the  reminders  we  need  to 
remember  long  after  we  leave:  as  alumnae  we  know  there 
will  always  be  a  circle  of  support  and  friendship  to  help  us 
believe,  achieve,  and  succeed  in  whatever  we  pursue.

To  remind  you  of  that  connection,  it  has  been  another 
tradition  for  the  Alumnae  Association  to  give  each  graduating 
student  a  gift  to  welcome  them  as  Alumnae.  In  my  day  it  was 
a  necklace,  today  it  is  a  gold  keychain.  Welcome  girls!"

Balmoral  Hall  Art  Exhibition  2004 


This  year's  exhibition  showcases  artworl<  from  Grade  6  to  Senior    symbols  and  designs  made  famous  by  Klee.  The  Optical 


4.  Whether  considered  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  creative 
potential  that  it  offers  our  student  artists,  or  from  the  effect 
that  is  has  on  people  in  general,  "humour  is  something  that 
should  be  cherished,  preserved  and  nurtured".  Many  of  this 
year's  projects  were  conceived  purely  because  they  tweaked  the 
funny  bone  and  tickled  the  intellect.  The  idea  behind  them  was 
to  trigger  the  students'  comic  imagination  by  encouraging  free 
association  and  critical  thinking. 

The  students'  program  this  year  included  many  elements  of 
humour  which  are  sometimes  taught  individually  but  most  often 
are  in  combination  with  other  mechanisms.  They  are: 
association,  transposition,  transformation,  contradiction, 
exaggeration,  parody,  pun,  disguise,  satire,  narration 
and  appropriation. 

The  Grade  6  students  looked  at  a  variety  of  unconventional 
portraits  produced  by  a  number  of  well-known  artists  and  then 
proceeded  to  create  their  very  own  wacky  and  wonderful  self- 
portraits  using  mixed  media.  Their  pen  and  ink  drawings  of 


Humour 
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insects  put  a  humourous  spin  on  conventional  looking  bugs  that 
were  transformed  into  beautiful  and  intricate  patterns  and  lines. 
The  Funky  Salmon  Project  developed  from  a  study  of  West 
Coast  native  art.  The  papier-mache  fish  were  exaggerated  and 
made  to  appear  unnatural  and  unreal.  The  students  also  studied 
the  cartooning  techniques  of  Bruce  Blitz  and  then  created  their 
very  own  characters.  The  Canadian  quilt  that  hangs  in  the 
exhibition  was  designed  and  hand  painted  to  connect 
specifically  to  the  students'  Social  Studies  curriculum. 

The  Grade  7  students  have  been  working  with  water  colours 
this  year.  Following  the  reading  of  a  delightful  story  in  Language 
Arts,  the  students  painted  whimsical  paintings  of  fish  and 
created  shadow  boxes.  The  latter  were  made  of  mixed  media, 
including  handmade  papers.  Currently  in  the  works  are  three- 
dimensional  sculptures  of  their  hands.  Their  sculptures  are 
developing  into  true  works  of  art  and  require  significant 
problem  solving  skills  and  mastery  of  several  different  media. 

The  Grade  8  students  studied  the  Surrealists,  and  in  particular, 
Paul  Klee.  Following  their  own  classroom  studies  of  ancient 
peoples  they  combined  cave  styled  paintings  with  the  child  like 


Illusions  that  you  see,  with  the  surreal  touches,  were  inspired 
by  the  British  artist,  Bridget  Riley.  Her  undulating  patterns  and 
lines  really  force  the  viewer  to  look  closely.  We  hope  that  you 
will  do  the  same.  Their  final  projects,  currently  in  the  works,  are 
vases  modeled  after  Greek  designs  but  given  a  very 
contemporary  look. 

The  Senior  1  classes  looked  at  a  number  of  artists  who  have 
made  a  significant  contribution  to  visual  humour  as  art.  One  of 
the  best  theater  caricaturists  of  the  last  centun/  was  Al 
Hirschfield  and  his  work  inspired  the  students'  pen  and  ink 
drawings.  The  challenge  was  to  use  decorative  designs  to 
enhance  their  artwork.  Mona  Lisa  inspired  parodies  transformed 
the  familiar  to  the  unfamiliar  in  the  acrylic  portraits.  Each 
one  is  unique  and  different  and  most  effective.  Cultural 
Identity  projects  are  currently  underway  and  will  showcase 
the  personalities  and  characteristics  of  the  artists. 

The  Senior  2's  American  Gothic  Project  used  image 
manipulation.  After  a  formal  study  of  Grant  Woods  painting,  the 

students  were  asked  to  create 
a  parody  of  the  famous 
American  Gothic.  Many  of 
their  paintings  are  based  on 
today's  popular  culture.  The 
Dinner  Party  settings  are 
based  on  well-known  and 
humourous  works  by  famous 
artists.  The  students  were 
challenged  to  see  the  subject 
of  food  explored  imaginatively. 
They  were  then  asked  to 
invent  a  new  way  to  represent 
food  in  an  artistic  manner.  Again  they  looked  at  Surrealist  art 
that  juxtaposes  normally  unrelated  objects  in  a  realistic  manner. 

Finally,  the  Senior  3  and  4  students  used  appropriation  to 
transform  different  pieces  of  furniture  into  works  of  art.  Many 
looked  to  famous  artists  for  inspiration  and  the  results  were 
exceptional.  Turning  something  two  dimensional  into  a  three 
dimensional  form  is  quite  a  challenge.  Fantasy  Art  with  a  touch 
of  Surrealism  is  evident  in  the  Fleur  Cowles  inspired  animal 
paintings.  The  objective  was  to  place  a  real  animal  into  a 
surreal  setting.  Many  students  worked  in  oil  for  the  first  time. 
The  fantasy  clocks  were  done  simply  for  fun  with  the  objective 
being  to  take  a  clock  and  create  a  complete  contradiction.  It  is 
all  about  the  element  of  surprise. 

The  show  concluded  with  a  number  of  independent  projects 
produced  by  the  senior  students.  These  works  allow  for  total 
freedom  of  expression  and  the  opportunity  for  them  to  explore 
subjects  and  use  materials  that  appeal  to  their  true  sense 
of  creativity.
